Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The specification does not disclose a lower wiring 
layer having an opening, conductive portion filling the opening and at least one dielectric member embedded in the conductive portion 
nor disclose an upper wiring layer having an upper opening, an upper conductive portion filling the upper opening and at least one 
dielectric member embedded in the upper conductive portion, as recited in Claims 1 and 6. Applicant asserts that the specification 
disclose the claimed invention. This argument Is not convincing because the specification only discloses the lower wiring layer is the 
combination of the dielectric layer (10) and the pad (1 1 ) and the upper wiring layer Is the combination of the dielectric layer (30) and the 
pad (31 ). There is no disclosure of the wiring layer having an opening, conductive portion filling the opening and at least one dielectric 
member embedded in the conductive portion. Since the wiring layer is the combination of the dielectric and the pad, the only place 
where the opening would be Is where the dielectric member (1 II or 31 i) located. As a result, a lower wiring layer has an opening In which 
a first dielectric member (1 1i) filling the opening, and an upper wiring layer has an upper opening in which a second dielectric member 
(31i) filling the upper opening. There is no conductive portion filling the opening because the first dielectric member (1 1i) Is already filled 
the opening, and there is no upper conductive portion filling the upper opening because the second dielectric member (31 i) is already 
filled the upper opening. 
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
